B.  W.  Spi I ina n spoke  on  “Organizing  a 
Sunday  School.”  He  said  in  part  you  want 
to  organize  the  school  in  the  elonest  relation 
to  your  church.  Thu  Sunday  School  is  the 
teaching  service  of  the  church.  You  have  no 
more  business  to  turn  over  the  teaching  ser- 
vice  of  the  church  to  the  world  than  the 
preaching  service. 

In  the  organization  of  your  school  organ- 
ize it  to  suit  your  needs.  The  Lord  wants  us 
to  do  what  we  can  do.  I)o  not  organize  your 
school  to  fit  your  need*  all  at'  once.  Do  a 
little  of  the  work  at  n time.  Organize  your 
forces  to  do  tthe  thing  you  desire. 

Harvey  Beauchamp  spoke  of  the  organi- 
zation in  the  church  inemls'rship. 

The  grading  of  Sunday  School  means  sep- 
arating the  school  into  such  departments  as 
meet  your  demands — as  primary  junior,  in- 
termediate. senior,  adult.  Never  call  the 
primary  department  the  infant  department. 
Don’t  grade  your  school  on  the  free  school 
basis.  Don’t  promote  the  teacher  but  pro- 
mote of  the  pupil.  The  monottony  of  the  sit  I 
nation  causes  the  hoy  to  want  to  drop  out  .1

of  good  things.  Romans  10:15. 

A report  of  salvation,  purchased  bv  the 
blood  of  Jesus  for  poor  sinners  and  offered 
to  them.  A proclamation  of  liberty  to 
captives — pardn  to  condemned  criminals 
of  peace  to  rebels— of  life  to  the  dead—an 
salvation  to  those  who  lie  on  border-land 
of  hell.  Not  gospel  itself  that  saves,  but 
Christ  revealed  in  the  gospel.  Paul  says: 
“By  which  yc  are  saved  if  ye  keep  in 
memory  that  which  I preached  unto  you. 

It  is  Christ  thnt  is  to  be  received,  but  a* 
offered  in  the  gospel,  to  the  eye  of  faith. 
Gospel  is  with  respect  to  Christ  what  pole 
was  to  the  serpent.  Gospel  is  a simple  of- 
fer on  the  one  hand,  and  acceptance  on  the 
other.  The  covenant  of  redemption  a eon- 
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ditional  one.  The  Son  of  God  taking  on 
him  man’s  nature  and  offeringit  in  sacri- 
fice. was  the  condition  of  all  the  glory  and 
reward  promised  to  Christ  and  his  seed. 
“When  thou  shalt  make  his  soul  an  offering 
for  sin,  ho  shall  see  his  seed,”  Isa.  53:10. 
Faith  was  promised  in  this  condition,  for 
scaling  man’s  interest  in  covenant.  “By 
grace  ye  are  saved  through  faith  anil  that 
not  of  yourselves  it  is  the  gift  of  God.  ” 
Eph.  2:8.  Thnt  faith  is  wrought  by  an 
absolute  offer  of  Christ — gift  of  God.  Of- 
fer of  Christ  unconditional — except  one  na- 
tive to  all  offers — aceeptance.  Faith  is 

not  a meritorious  condition — We  are  not 
justifiedhy  faith  netively  but  passively — 
through  faith.  “Not  of  works  lest  any 
mail  should  boast.”  The  ,<i*spel  is  much 
clouded  by  legal  terms  and  conditions  and 
qualifications.  If  the  gospel  wen*  upon 
condition  that  you  did  so  and  so. — Believe, 
repent,  confess,  be  baptized  for  the  remis- 
sion of  sins  then  I dare  not  say,  it  is  gospel. 
That  would  make  double  condition — one 
Christ  met  and  one  you  met.  Besides  - 
Paul  says.  Rom.  4:4:  “Now  to  him  that 
worketh  is  tin*  reward  not  reckoned  of 
grace  hut  of  debt.”  “But  to  him  that 
worketh  not  but  believeth  on  him.”  If 
salvation  is  conditional  it  is  not  free.  You 
say  God  can  make  any  terms  he  wants  to 
— yes.  but  it  is  then  not  free. 

You  nre  not  asked  by  gospel  to  give  God 
anything  for  salvation.  lie  would  spurn 
your  works  ns  your  money  one  filthy  rsgs 
Mother  filthy  lucre.  The  mnrkct  of  grace 
is  free.  Isa.  55:1-3.  “Without  money 
and  without  price.”  It  is  Christ’s  last  and 
lowest  offer.  Rev.  22:19— •’take  the  wa 
ter  of  life.”  Yon  don’t  have  to  give  God 
anything — Christ  is  the  giver.  “He  that 
spared  not  his  own  Son  but  delivered  him 
up  for  us  all.  how  shall  he  also  with  him 
freely  give  us  all  things.”  Rom.  3:22.  The 
gospel  does  not  consist  in  pressing  the  duty 
defined  by  the  words.  “Give  your  heart 
.to  Christ.”  That  would  be  rather  law 
than  gospel.  God  demands  that,  but  the 
simple  urging  of  it  is  not  the  gospel.  This 
the  true  gospel:  accept  the  free  gift  of  sal- 
vat  ion  from  wrath  and  sin  by  receiving  Je- 
sus himself  and  all  the  benefits  he  “purchas- 
ed love,  in  Christ  Jesus.  1 believe  that  it 
S voiir  heart  will  be  his  in  a wnienl  given 
not  as  a matter  of  law  but  love.  First  re- 
ceive His  heart,  then  you  will  give  him 
yours.  The  gospel  recognizes  there  is  a 
distinct  beginning  in  the  conversion  of  a 
soul  to  God.  This  beginning  dates  to  the 
time  when  the  sinner  becomes  conscious  of 
his  utterly  ruined  condition.  This  condi- 
tion is  clearly  brought  about  by  the  Spirit. 
Through  the  gospel  this  sinner  realizes  that 
Jesus  so  completely  satisfied  God  for  his 
sin  that  he  could  say.  “it  is  finished.  ” The 
sinner  is  to  say:  He  assures  me  that  if  I. 
a perishing  sinner,  believe  in  him,  I shall  not 
perish,  but  have  everlasting  life;  I believe 
his  wmrd.  and  reckon  that  if  he  gave  his 
Son  to  die  for  us  when  we  were  yet  sin- 
ners, he  will  also  freely  give  us  all  things. 
And  if  in  accordance  with  his  own  gracious 
invitation  I rest  my  soul  upon  his  manifest- 
ed love,  in  Christ  Jesus.  I believe  that 
will  be  as  impossible  for  me  to  perish,  as  for 
God  to  change  his  nature,  or  to  cancel  the 
won!  of  grace  and  truth  that  the  blood 
of  Jeans  Christ,  his  Son.  cleanseth  ns  fn.m 
all  sin.”  1 Jno.  1:7.  Pawl  used  th<* 
wi.nl  Jesus  500  times  in  his  epistles.  . He 
realized:  “There  is  none  other  name  given 
under  heaven  among  men  whereby  we  must 
be  saved.  ” The  gospel  must  be  preached. 


“Of  his  own  will  begat  he  us  with  the  won! 
of  truth.”  Janies  1:18.  Being  bom  aga'iu 
by  the  wonl  of  God  1 Pet.  I^£l.  “Who- 
soever believeth  that  Jesus  ia  the  Christ  is 
horn  of  God.”  1 Jno.  5:1.  The  produc- 
tion  of  saving  faith  is  regeneration.  Faith 
ia  the  one  link  between  the  penitent  sinner 
and  God ’a  gift  of  panl»n  and  life-  "By 
grace  nr(>  ye  saved.”  .Not  faith  and  ao'niv- 
thiug  else— it  is  fsith  alone.  “Believe  on 
the  Ijord  Jesus  Christ  aiyl  thou  shalt  In* 
saved.”  Acts  16:31.  One  aays:  “1  can- 
not believe.  ” You  are  laboring  under  the 
idea  that  believing  is  a work  to  be  dons  by 
you.  Faith  ia  acknowledgments  of  a work 
done  by  another.  You  think  if  you  could 
do  great  thing  of  believing  God  would  re- 
ward you  by  giving  you  peace.  Thus 
you  reckon  faith  to  Is*  a price  with  which 
to  buy  salvation . Faith  is  not  work  but 
a ceasing  from  work.  Not  rliitihing  moun- 
tains but  ceasing  attempt  and  Christ  will 
carry  you  up' in  his  arms. 

It  is  in  Him  and  not  your  |*«or  act  of 
faith  that  salvation  lies.  Nor  should  we 
preach  that  it  is  the  Spirit’s  work  to  enable 
sinner  to  do  something  which  will  help  to 
save  him.  But  rather  Spirit  so  detaches 
sinner  from  his  own  performances,  that  he 
shall  be  content  with  salvation  as  offered  hi 
Christ.  Repentance  and  faith  are  not  grounds 
of  salvation  our  salvation  is  not  because 
we  do  well  in  repenting  n,,d  believing  but 
because  “He  in  whom  we  trust  bath  done 
all  things  well.”  We  do  gmsl  works  be- 
cause we  are  saved,  not  in  order  to  In*  saved.

Concerning  Deacons. 

J.  B.  Gambrell. 

Deacons  in  churches  are  very  important 
functionaries.  Next  to  the  pastors,  they 
are  the  main  men  in  the  churches.  Next 
to,  the  pastor,  they  can  make  or  unmake  t. 
church.  And  they  really  do  it.  So  im- 
portant is  the  deacon,  that  it  is  well,  at 
proper  intervals,  to  study  him  up.  and  line 
him  up  with  his  diitit*s.  after  a scriptural 
fashion.  There  is  not  very  much  said 
about  him  in  the  scriptures,  hut  quite 
enough  to  set  him  in  a clear  light.  lie 
must  lie  the  right  kind  of  » r.ian.  close  up 
to  the  preacher  in  character.  In  1st  Pim. 
2rd  Chapter,  we  have,'  the  characteristics 
of  a preacher  given  in  a bill  of  particulars. 
And  then  follows  tin*  portrait  of  the  deacon. 
Here  are  some  meaningful  words:  “Like- 
wise miist  the  deacons  In*  grave,  not  double 
tongued.  not  given  to  much  wine,  not  gree- 
dy of  filthy  lucre:  holding  the  mystery  of 
the  faith  in  a pure  eonseienee.  And  let 
these  * also  first  he  proved,  being  found 
blameless.  ” 

This  is  what  the  scriptures  say  as  to  the 
' characteristics  of  the  deacon.  He  is  a 
marked  man.  The  word  “grave,"  quoted 
above,  does  not  mean  long-faced,  nor  sail, 
but  weighty.  The  deacon  must  rtot  he  a 
mnn  of  no  consequence  in  the  church. 
Brother  cheap  John  won’t  do  for  a deacon. 
The  deacon  must  be  a man  people  will 
regard.  The  very  nature  of  liis  service 
calls  for  this. 

Then  he  must  lie  a man  who  talks 
straight.  I have  known  more  than  one 
deacon,  as  well  ns  more  than  one  preacher, 
to  talk  his  head  off.  The  double-tonguea 
deacon  will  soon  have  the  church  talked 
into  a tangle,  and  himself  tr.lked  into  a 
condition  where  he  can  do  no  good . Church- 
es need  to  see  to  this  point. 

Then  the  deacon  must  not  be  a wine  lim- 
ber. lie  must  keep  himself  within  I’niil  s 
admonition  to  a preacher,  limit  his  use  of 
wine  to  the  necessities  of  health. 

With  infinite  wisdom  the  Spirit  preserilies 
that  the  deacon  must  not  he  greedy  of  filthy 
lucre.  He  nms  not  ho  a money  lover. 
Alaa!  for  the  harm  that  has  come  to  church- 
es through  stingy  deacons.  I hey  are 
the  abomination  of  desolation.,  standing 
where  they  ought  not.  It  is  just  at  this 
poin  that  harm  is  done  to  every  part  of 
church  work.  The  stingy  deacon  holds 
everything  down  by  his  example,  by  his 
influence  and  by  his  work.  . Pastors  are 
starved  out.  The  mission  spirit  is  stran- 
gled. The  church  finances  are  adminis- 
tered on  a scrimping,  insufficient  scale,  and 
everything  is  reduced  to  the  level  of  the 
deacon's  covetousness.  He  diffuses  his 
meanness  throughout  the  membership,  as 
far  as  his  personal  and  official  influence  can 
reach . 

There  is  more  said  about  the  deacon. 

enough  to  set  him  out  as  a man  among  meu ; 
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a man  who  would  have  influence:  a man 
suited  to  this  office  of  mtv'm  in  the  church 
of  the  living  God. 

The  deacon's  office  is  one  of  great  conse- 
quence. We  i ism  of  the  office,  ami  the 
character  of  the  men  who  should  fill  it  in 
Acts  VI.  The  office  has  to  do  with  the 
temporal  affairs  of  the  chureh  and  this  is  a 
large  and  vitully  important  part  of  church 
life.  The  scriptures  give  much  attention 
to  what  is  called  the  tenqioralities  of  relig- 
ion, things  material,  having  to  do  with  the 
physical  conditions  of  life.  No  church  can 
do  well,  if  it's  business  is  not  well  handbsl. 
The  nigged,  dilatory  way  in  which  the  fi- 
nancial and  the  general  husiness  interests 
of  the  churches  are  managed  in  many 
places  is  a repmaeh  to  the  cause.  There 
are  not  a few  ehurehi*s.  which  are  crippled 
and  disabled  for  no  other  cause  than  that 
the  finances  of  the  churches  are  badly 
handled.  And  nine  times  out  of  ten,  the 
trouble  is  with  the  deaaons.  They  an*  not 
up  to  the  scripture  requirements.  They 
are  penurious,  grouchy,  hlatiierskites.  Or. 
they  will  iiot.^out  of  sheer  laxiin  as,  or  in- 
difference. use  Ihe  offii*e  of  a deneon  well. 
The  puetor's  salary  is  not  pma.  The  cur- 
rent expenses  nre  allowed  to  run  behind. 
Bills  against  the  church  an*  not  paid  till 
it  becomes  street  talk.  The  deacons  con- 
nive at  miserable  shifts  iustend  of  facing 
the  situation  like  men  ami  leading  for  the 
noble,  honest  thing  before  God  and  men. 

1 have  known  deacons  to  take  mission 
money  to  make  up  a deficit  on  the  pastor's 
salary,  and  1 have  known  not  a few  cases 
where  women  were  put  under  the  Imnlens 
to  care  for  church  obligations  by  all  sorts 
of  subterfuges,  when  the  deacons  could 
easily  have  managisl  all  by  a right  use  of 
their  office. 

This  deacon  business  is  vital.  Here  is 
n letter  from  si  young  sislc.  about  a mis> 
sion  collection.  It  is  a pittance  from  a 
really  strong  church,  now  pastorless,  and 
pastorless  as  it  commonly  is  through  the 
default  of  the  deacons.  ' Inc  letter  says: 
“The  trouble  here  is  with  the  deacons. 
They  won’t  d<»  anything,  and  they  won't 
let  anybody  else  do  anything.”  She  told 
the  truth,  and  tin*  condition  m that  church 
is  not  different  from  the  condition  of  many 
other*.  The  deacons  won't,  do  anything 
and  they  won’t  resign  ami  get  out  of  the 
way. 

This  brings  us  to  the  consideration  of 
some  practical  questions,  which  come  up 
often  in  the  churches. 

Sometimes  deacons,  by  shcT  assumption, 
enlarge  their  office,  and  come,  by  degrees, 
to  Is*  an  oligarchy  iq  a church.  They 
assume  special  supervisory  Junctions  over 
the  pastor  and  the  pastoral  office.  This 
is  an  offensive  and  very  htiniul  assumption. 
The  scriptures  give  no  color  to  it.  For 
every  reason,  the  deacons,  as  such,  should 
keep  clear  of  all  matters,  not  lying  within 
the  sphere  of  their  scriptural  duties.  When 
deacons  become  involved  in  differences 
touching  things  which  belong  to  the  whole 
church,  all  members  alike,  they  rapidly 
lose  their  opportunity  to  fill  >ncir  officer. 

Nor  are  the  deacons  of  a church  a com- 
mittee |K*r  sc  on  discipline.  The  church 
may  by  a vote  make  them  so : but  general- 
ly. it  is  licttcr  not  to  do  this.  tit  course, 
deacons  have  eqmil  rights  with  other  mem- 
.hers  in  all  things  as  church  members:  but 
the  deaeon’s  office  gives  them  no  special 
rights  over  the  pastoral  office,  or  over  dis- 
ciplinary matter* . 


To  fill  the  deacon 'a  office  ia  worthy  of 
the  best  efforts  of  any  man.  fl  is  a hard 
office,  an  office  of  service,  n*  the  \ cry  won! 
deacon  means.  It  ia  service  in  a sphere 
where  the  right  kind  of  service  makes  the 
spiritual  (activitia  |Hmsihh*.  They  nuike 
it  |smsibU*  for  the  preacher  to  fulfill  liis 
ministry,  i.e.  fill  Inn  ministry  full,  ami 
that  ia  what  the  office  is  for  In  a large 
measure . 

The  real  deaeon  ia  a gnat  mnn  in  the 
Kingdom.  G<s|  puts  honor  on  linn.  lie 
purchases  to  himself,  a good  degree,  and 
great  holdings  on  the  faith.  He  stands 
in  the  front  rank  of  the  army  of  the  faith- 
ful, along  with  all  the  hemes  of. faith.  In 
the  grest  church  the  deacons  an  the,puw«* 
behind  the  preacher:  the  effective  workers, 
who.  without  |tay  ami  often  without  appre- 
ciation, from  those  whom  they  serve,  niaks 
all  things  possible  in  the  mamfo)d  activities 
of  the  church.  Gist,  who  is  faithtul  to 
reward  all  service,  from  the  giving  of  ■* 
cup  of  water  on.  will  give  the  gissl  deacon 
a good  degree,  a high  atanding  among 
those  who  serve  in  the  Kingdom.  Ifni* 
off  Jo  the  nolile  deacon,  who  knows  lua 
place  and  dutica.  and  like  a Inn*  man. 
stands  to  hia  hard  Work  through  the  h*  d 
and  burden  of  the  day.  and  out  with  the 
deacon  who  dcfaulta  in  hi*  office. 

There  ia  a call  for  another  remark.  It 
liaa  come  to  lie  thought  by  uiinc,  without 
reason,  that  once  an  active  i**.icou  in  every 
church,  and  in  full  jsissession  of—itll  the 
functions  of  the  office.  There  i«  no  more 
reason  for  thinking  this  than  for  holding 
that  once  a pastor,  always  a pastor  in  ev- 
ery church.  It  ia  perfectly  competent  for 
churches,  once  a year,  or,  ns  often  a*  they 
chissae,  to  elect  active  deacons,  or  deacons 
to  nerve  in  that  church  just  as  d is  com- 
petent for  churches  to  cl«*et  their  pastors 
fmtn  among  the  preachers  available,  Thera 
is  no  difference.  And  this  right,  hundreds 
of  churches  ought  to  exercise  judiciously 
without  unnecessary  delay.

That  Which  Was  UueMored. 

Text:  “Son.  thou  art  ever  with  me,  and 
all  that  I have  is  thine.”  Luke  15:31. 

These  words.  s|H>kt*n  to  the  cider  brother, 
have  for  the  younger  a message  of  intense 
and  startling  solemnity.  While  they  un- 
fold a wondrous  wealth  of  blessing  to  the 
one  who  had  avoided  prodigality  an  prof- 
ligacy, they  ring  out  the  knell  of  the  hit- 
ter final  loss  which  has  been  incurred  by  the 
other.  He  was  pardoned  and  restored:  hut 
there  were  some  things  he  never  could  get 
hack  again.  The  substance  he  had  wasted 
was  irrevocable.  His  portion  of  the  goods 
was  utterly  lost.  Nothing  of  the  father's 
patrimony  remained  to  him. 

I.  Undoubtedly  a lax  notion  prevails  that 
when  a pnsligal  is  brought  hack  everything 
is  thereby  made  perfectly  right.  Sonic*  act- 
ually profess  to  believe  the  comfortable  lie 
that  “all's  well  that  ends  well;”  that  so 
long  as  a man  ultimately  crawls  hack  and 
seek  the  pardon  of  heaven,  it  does  not  mat- 
ter what  he  has  been;  that  forgiveness  con- 
dones the  past  makes  it  ns  though  it  had 
never  happened,  ami  entirely  averts  all  of 
the  threatened  results.  Others,  from  such 
a starting  jMiint.  have  made  cvfti  more  mis- 
chievous deductions.  They  have  urged  that 
evil  is  merely  good  in  the  making;  indulged 
in  vile  nonsense  nlsiut  the  necessity  of  a 
man's  sowing  wild  oats; .encouraged  the  in- 
famous notion  that  “aeoiimlrelisin  is  a sa- 
cred probation  of  the  soul;”  that  the  great- 
est saints  are  made  out  of  the  biggest  sin- 
ners; ami  so  put  a premium  ii|mn  prodigali- 
ty for  which  then'  is  not  the  slightest  war- 
rant in  scripture,  or  in  fact,  ami  at  the  same 
time  minimize  the  irretrievable  loss  which 
such  a course  ensures. 

II.  While  those  who  have  wandered  farth- 
est have  the  temlerest  invitations  to  return, 
and  may.  when  restored,  receive  the  sweet- 
est assurance  of  pardon,  ami  henceforth  live 
a new  and  worthy  life  there  'will  l*e  effects 
of  the  old  life  which  no  penitence  can  alter, 
loss'*  which  not  even  the  mercy  of  God  will 
retrieve.  No  prodigal  Vver  yet  became  a 
saint  who  could  not  have  been  a better  saint 
if  he  had  never  been  a pnsligal.  The  prof- 
ligate's past  cannot  he  undone,  nor  its  ruin- 


ous consequences  wholly  escaped . The  re- 
turning pnsligal  will  l>e  warmly  welcomed, 
hut  even  the  loving  Father  holds  out  no 
pnsqsvl  that  wasted  Ktiltstanrc  can  never 
Is*  recouped . 

III.  The  wasted  patrimony.  “Nothing 
that  is  mine  is  thine.  ” That  is  plainly  .what 
the  wonls  mean  for  the  pnsligal.  Wel- 
come. forgiveness,  renewals,  had  Iteen  free- 
ly licstowcd.  hut  nothing  of  the  father 'a  sub- 
stance could  again  he  grunted  him.  Hi* 
share  had  been  forever  squandered.  lie 
had  “gathered  all  together”  and  risk'sl  it. 
lie  had  “spent  all”  ami  Ut  it.  Now 
that  lie  had  returned,  he  must  understand 
that  though  his  reception  *,«*  infinitely* 
more  gracious  than  he  deserved  or  even  ex 

peeled.  e\.  |\  .tiling  Cllllld  not  be  III! 

a*  if  he  had  never  gone  out.  All  could 
imt  he  restored  t « • him.  . Hi-  patrimony 
was  gone  ami  Ilia  kindly  father  would  not 
commit  so  great  a • blunder  toward  him.  or 
so  great  an  injustice  upon  the  hard-working 
son.  as  to  attempt  to  make  it  up  Ills 
person  was  restored ; his  is-rsonnlity  could 
not  In*.  Even  in  tjle  event  of  deepest  |M-n 
itenre.  there  must  he  a finial  loss  which  all 
the  love  of  a father ’a  forgiving  heart  ran 
never  make  gtssl . 

IV.  This  assurance  does  not.  of  course, 
guarantee  to  the  older  brother,  or  thore  iii 
his  case,  the  lies!  blessings  of  all.  though  it 
means  so  much.  It  is  |m>*kiIiI,>  for  a man 
to  have  all  these  things,  sml  yet  make  poor- 
ly out  of  them.  The  priMligal  is  iii  the 
position  of  the  spendthrift  who  has  let  all 
his  wealth  slip  through  his  fingers  and  ran 
not  get  it  again.  The  elder  brother  i*  as 
the  miser  who  hoards  up  his  treasure  ami 
never  secures  from  it  n due  nium. 

V.  If  you  have  not  wasted  your  sub- 
stance, “one  tiling  is  Medfitl,”  to  employ 
it  most* wisely  and  to  insure  tbc  most  last 
ing  good.  Consecrate  all  your  Heavenly 
Father  hna  put  within  your  power  to  linn 
who  gave  his  all  for  yon.  Ami  vonr  glad 
re*|winse  to  your  Father  should  I**',  “And 
all  that  is  mine  is  thine.  ” If.  on  the 
other  hand,  you  have  wandered  into  sin, 
think  of  the  min  it  involve*,  ami  neither 
await  a belated  and  melancholy  realixatu*. 
of  lasting  loss  nor  yield  to  utter  despair. 
All  is  md  yet  Inst  and  this  very  hour  you 
msy  seek  and  obtain  pardon  and  cleansing 
arid  save  what  yet  remain*  a full  and  im- 
mediate aurrender  to  Jisiw  Christ,-  Rev. 
(I.  Edward  Young.  D.D..  England. 
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churches?  I hope  not,  for  this  would  be  val- 
uable information  to  all  and  enable  all  to 
be  in  a better  position  to  seek  out  and  cor- 
rect defects.  Besides  it  woukt  aid  in  devel- 
oping in  the  study  of  missions  and  stimulate 
the  brethren  to  aim  to  reach,  a higher  plane 
of.  Christian  giving. 

But  I believe  in  a fair  deal.  I believe 
that  Baptists  should  have  full  credit  for  all 
they  do,  though  we  may  not  be,  and  I fear 
we  are  not  doing  one  fourth  what  we  ought 
to  do.

Home  and  State 
hoards.  Now.  if  we  knew  the  amount  con- 
tributed by  other  denominations  for  mis- 
sions. not  foreign,  then  our  snowing  might 
look,  better.  I hope  some  One  will  give  us 
the  facts  on  this  point,  any-'way  for  it  will 
be  good  to  know  the  whole  truth,  whether 
we  appear  in  a better  light  r not.  And  it 
seems  to  me  it  would  be  still  more  interest- 
ing if  the  statisticians  would  include  all  ob- 
jects to  which  we  contribute.  Such,  for  in- 
stance, us  ministerial  edu.  anon,  college 
buildings,  endowments,  theological  semina- 
ries, etc.  However,  it  may  all  be.  the 
stubborn  fact  still  stares  us  in  the  face,  that 
the  great  Baptist  host  of  . this  Southern 
country  of  ours  is  poorly,  developed  in 
Christian  giving.

II.  Continuance  in  “Fellowship” — lit- 
erally, Companionship.  They  cubic  into 
the  church  agreeing  every  one  to  carry  his 
part  of  the  work.  It  was  Christian  com- 
munism—a communism  of  interests,  They 
agreed  not  only  in  caring  for  the'  church 
ami  the  spread  of  the  teaching,  but  tins, 
to  look  after  one  another's  needs.

It  looks  back  to  his  brok- 
en body  and  shed  blood ; and  forward  to 
his  second  coming.  “As  oft  as  ye  eat 
this  bread,  and  drink  this  wine,  ye  do  show 
forth  the  Lord’s  death  till  he  come”  (1 
Cor.  11:25). 

IV.  Continuance  in  “P.ayers.'”  The 
first  church  was  a perpetual  prayer  meet- 
ing. They  lived  the  prayer  life.  They 
had  been  taught  by  Jesus  to  pray  for  ev- 
erything and  everywhere.  There  is  no 
more  important  service  in  the  church . If 
prayer  is  worth  anything  it  must  be  the 
most  important  part  of  everything. 

V.  The  divine  blessing.  This  we  want 
now  to  trace. 

1.  There  is  the  blessing  that  comes 
through  obedience.  The  church  was  made, 
not  for  some  believers;  it  was  made  for  all. 
For  a soul  to  acknowledge  the  Ijordship 
of  Jesus,  and  then  refuse  the  fellowship 
of  his  church  ami  the  practice  of  his  ordi- 
nances, is  an  inconsistency  without  parallel. 
Surely  one  may  not  expect  his  full  share  of 
the  blessing  who  willfully  ignores  this  re- 
quirement. 

2.  There  is  the  blessing  that  comes  from 
a sense  of  having  done  right.  -T  know 
nothing  more  comforting  and  strengthening 
than  this  pervading  consciousness.  It  will 
be  power  to  any  man.  He  will  feel  it  him- 
self and  others  will  sge  it.  The  man  who 
halts  is  ever  a defeated  man.

If  a carpet  ia  very  soil- 
ed it  should  be  ripped  apart,  then 
one  breadth  can  he  cleaned  at  a 
time  hy  putting  it  in  a strong 
suds  and  running  through  a good 
washing  machine.  A carpet  that 
ia  not  very  soiled  can  he  cleaned 
on  the  floor  after  all  the  dust  has 
been  beaten  out.  An  old  and 
faded  hniMsels  carpet  waa  made 
to  look  almost  as  well  as  a new 
one.  by  scrubbing  thoroughly  to 
remove  all  the  soil  and  dust 
then  before  it  was  quite  dry  it 
was  gone  over  with  a strong  §o- 
lution  of  dark  red  diamond  dye 
for  wool  which  was  applied  even- 
ly  with  a large  paint  brush  and 
an  old  wool  ingrain  was  renewed 
hy  cleaning  and  coloring  a rich 
dark  green.

A dusty,  soiled  ran>rt  is  now]  Mr.  William  Kent,  of  Chicago, 
considered  very  unsanitary,  and  has  presented  to  the  Federal  Qov- 
thc  only  way  to  keep  them  elcan  Jenimcnt  as  a national  park  a tract 
and  in  a sanitary  condition  is  tc>|of  two  hundred  and  ninety-five 

acres  of  virgin  forest  only  seven 
miles  north  of  San  Francisco,  at 
the  f*»ot  of  Mount  Tattialpais.  The 
timber  alone  on  this  tract  is  esti- 
mated to  be  worth  #150,000.  It 
consists  largely  of  redwood*,  the 
Coast  variety  of  the  giant  ae 
quoins,  one  of  the  wonders  of 
California.  The  demand  for  lum- 
ber haa  made  havoc  of  thia  won- 
derful tree;  and  the  preservation 
for  the  admiration  of  future  gen- 
eration of  even  a small  grove, 
in  a place  so  accessible  as  this, 
is  an  accomplishment  on  which 
the  generous  donor  and  the  whole 
country  are  to  be  congratulated. 
In  accepting  the  gift  and  netting 
it  apart  as  a national  monument. 
President  Roosevelt  wish<kl  to 
place  upon  it  the  name  of  the  giv- 
er. That  would  nave  Wen  appro- 
priate. hn  Mr.  Kent  is  a native  of 
California  and  this  tract  has  on 
it  the  family  home.  But  he 
vetoed  the  proposal,  and  axki-a 
that  the  park  be  called  “Muir 
Wood.”  for  John  Muir,  the  great 
naturalist  and  explorer  of  the  Pa- 
cific (’oast.  If  William  Kent  is 
too  honest  a man  to  allow  hia 
name  t«  appear  on  n memorial 
like  this  park,  that  is  the  greater 
reason  why  his  fellow-citizens 
should  know  that  name  and 
should  do  honor  to  the  hearer  of 
it.

Yet  they 
say:  “Prohibit  ion  does  not  pro 
hibit.”  Well,  it  seems  to  pro- 
hibit some  things.  Any  measure 
that  will  reduce  crime  hy  more 
than  fifty  per  cent  is  worth  ex- 
perimenting with.

The  Riches  of  Grace 


gunge  to  express.  In  the  words 
of  the  text,  “the  umtearchahle 
riches  of  Christ.”  “Unsearch- 
ahle”  literally  means  rich  that 
can  never  lie  explored.  You  not 
only  cannot  count  or  measure 
them,  hut  you  can  form  no  esti- 
mate of  them;  and  you  not  only 
can  form  no  estimate  of  them, 
hut  you  never  can  get  to  the  end 
of  your  investigation.  Then*  is 
u boundless  continent,  a world,  a 
universe  of  riches,  that  still  lies 
before  you  when  you  have  car- 
ried your  search  to  the  limits  of 
possibility . 

1.  First,  see  what  God  doe* 
to  give  us  this  inheritance.  Thp 
apostle  says,  in  the  second  cvhap- 
ter  and  the  first  verse:  “And  you, 
who  hath  he  made  alive. ” Then, 
having  made  ua  alive,  he  took  us 
into  bis  family,  and  he  gave  us 
what  Paul  cnlls,  in  the  fifth  verse 
of  tin-  first  chapter,  “the  adop- 
tion of  sons.  ” When  we  were 
dead  he  made  us  alive,  he  gave 
us  the  plaee  of  sons,  for  who 
could  properly  he  an  heir  hut  a 
son?  (iod  does  not  take  nil  alien 
and  will  his  property  to  that 
alien..  When  he  makes  an  heir 
he  first  makes  him  a son.  The 
alien  is  put  into  his  family  of 
grace,  and,  of  course,  becomes 
an  heir  because  he  is  a son. 

2.  Another  wonder  about  this 
rich  grace  is  that  having  made  us 
sons,  as  I have  suggested,  he  made 
us  heirs — “In  whom  we  have  re- 
ceived an  inheritance.  ”
